Every loyal subject would be ready to vindicate 
and maintain the rights of Fier Majesty’s 
empire should they be assailed vr endan- 
gered. It is only asto the nature of the 
rights and the reality of the injury that the 
nation can differ opinion, and on these 
points wg are glad to be able to believe the 
Government and nation are one.”

THE AWFUL CONDITION OF BYDIA. 
CaLcurra, Aug. 14.—At a”public meeting 
held at Madras on the 9th inst. to consider the 
steps necessary for securing help from Englend 
for the faminesufferers, the Duke of Bucking- 
ham, the Governor of Madras Prosidency, 
stated that the famine area contained 18,000,000 
people, of which a large proportion were de- 
pendent for their daily food on the exertions 
and activity of those wno transport grain to 
the country. The necessity for supplies is 
steadily increasing. The wants of Madras are 
already beyond the means of the Presidency. 
Every aid that can be secured is needed to save 
the people. The increasing severity of the dis- 
tress necessitates an appeal to the public char- 
ity. : 
Dr. Cornish, Sanitary Commissioner, said that 
there were already 1,500,000 being fed, and over 
500,000 had died. 

A resolution was adopted that the principal 
cities of England, Scotland, Ireland, and India 
be informed of the urgent necessity for assist- 
ance. The mover of this resolution said that 
more people were found dead on a single morn- 
ing in Madras than had dicd inthe whole Ben- 
gal famine. 
MADRAS AND MYSORE. 
A Calcutta dispatch says: “in portions of 
Madras and Mysore it is now clear the famine 
will rage with increased intensity for at least 
six months longer. To afford increased facili- 
ties for carrving food, the Madras Government 
has directed the discontinuance of several pas- 
senger-trains daily on the railways. It max be 
said, regarding the greater part of India, that 
the situation is ciritical, aud great danger of 
almost universal famine exists.“

Lonpon, Aug. 14.-—-Parliament was pro- 
rogued this afternoon. Following is the 
Queen’s speech, which was read by the Com- 
missioner : 
My Lornps anp GentLemen: I am happy to be 
able to release you from your attendance upon 
Parliament. My relations with all foreign Powers 
continue friendly. The exertions which, since the 
commencement of the disturbances in Eastern Eu- 
rope, I have not ceased to make for the mainten- 
ance of general peace, unfortunaicly, have not 
been successful. On the outbreak of war between 
Russia and the Ottoman Empire, I declared my in- 
tention of preserving an attitude of neutrality as 
long as the interests of the country remaincd un- 
affected. The extent and nature of those :ntcrests 
were further defined in a commanic ten whch I 
caused to be addressed to the Government of Rus 
sia, which elicited a reply inélicating frienaiy 
dispositions on thé part of that State. 1 
shall not fail to use my best eifurts, 
when suitable opportunity occurs, for the resiora- 
tion of peace cn terms compatible with the honor 
of the beiligerents, and with the general safety and 
welfare of the other nations. If, in the course of 
the contest, the rights of my Empire should be as- 
sailed.or endanged, I should confidently rely on 
your help to vinaicate and maintain them. 
Apprebensions of serioas famine in Southern In- 
dia, whica | communicated io you at the opening 
of the session, have, I grieve to sav,-been fuliy 
verified. The visitathon which has fallen upon my 
subjects in Madras and Bombay, and upon the 
people of Mysore, has been of extreme severity, 
and its duration is likely to be prolonged.

The stone 
fastened to the dead man’s neck was held with a 
backing-strap belonging to a set of harness, the 
property.of Sam Williams. 

On Thursday night Holder hanged himself in 
his cell. Taking off his drawers, he tied them 
in a kuot about his neck, and lastened the dis- 
engaged end to an iron bar above his head. 
Wien found he was dead, with his feet not 
three inches from the ground. He might easily 
have saved himself if he would. 

Last night Sam Williams made an attempt at 
suicide by hanging, but was discovered iu time. 

The wife of the murdered man Williams has 
been arrested as an accomplice, as well as the 
woman Jones. All the parties belong to a class 
by no means respectable. 

As a sequel to this disreputable affair, a young 
map connected with one of the parties in inter- 
est was attacked last night, about a mile from 
Winchester, by a party of men hostile to him 
and his brother. He was shot through the hand 
and was cut in the side.

people of three Southern States long kept sub- 
ject to military occupation is a just acknow!l- 
eigment of the wisdom of Democratic princi- 
ples; that the Democratic party acts 
upon principles, makes no factious op- 
position, and opposes only what is 
wrong inthe Administration in possession of 
the Government.“ 

The candidates placed in nomination for Gov- 
ernor were Sullivan C. Andrews, of Portland;

The increase in gross 
earnings was $478,528, over 30 per cent upon 
those of the year preceding. The net earnings 
per mile were $1,666; passenger traffic receipts

Tea-Cultivation. 
Boston Commerciai Bulistin. 

Some interesting facts in reference to the 
cultivation of tea in China aud apap are fur - 
nisbed in the commercial reports of the British 
Consuls in China. These officials have made it 
their business to investigate the whole question 
of tea-production, and the result of their in- 

uiries is very valuable and important. That 

soil of China is worn out and incapable of 
pio>ducive a tea fit to compete with the produce 
of Assa it is difficult to believe; the cause ol 
the poor quality of late years lies rather m 
hasty preparation, with a view of bringing the 
teas ear'y to market, and in the unsvstematie 
wavy in which the different processes necessary to 
convert the raw leaf into the tea of commerce 

carried out. 
Small proprietors, petty farmers to whom 
the cultivation of the tea-plant ts mostly a 
secondary object, grow fifty pounds or 
pounds weight of leaf, and carry it off on their 
backs to that neighborhood whigh looks the 
most promising. Failing a satisfactory offer in 
one place, they even transport it to a second 
place, the untired leaf spoiling fast mean wuile 
by the unnecessary exposure to the air, and the 
prolonged interval between the picking and the 
tring. 

The packers themselves are simply specula- 
tors mostly strangers in the district. who hire 
@ house temporarily, and collect the leaf in lit- 
tle lote from the growers. Thus the leaf trom

Herron’s steamer was in the ad- 
yance,—twenty steamers in all,—and, as the 
Others were deeply Jaden with provisions ior 
the starving Rebeis, he rode ahead over the 
low water and approached Shreveport on an 
afternoon in May, 1865. The scene on the 
levee was so tumultuous that even the Rebel 
commander shrank back, unwilling to leave 
the steamer. They knew that Shelby and 
others bad revolted against a surrender, and 
might attack this unarmed boat, and their 
own status was uncertain.

A NOVEL DIRECTORY. 
New York Letter to Hartford Times. 

Gotham’s first families have a directory all to 
themselves. It is called the Elite Directory, and 
it contains about 23,000 names. Each name in 
the Elite Directory is supposed to represent a 
householder of good social standing. From the 
ancient Knickerbocker down to the modern 
Shoddyite, ail Gothamites of note are included. 
Most of the elite live in brown-stone houses, and 
nearly all have their bomes above Fourteenth 
street and west of Third avenue. The 23,000 
householders represent probably 80,000 of the 
population; so startling as the fact may appear, 
though the whole elite element tosk a notion to 
evaporate, or emigrate, or vanish in any other 
way, New York would stiil be a city of a million 
souls. It had a million and sixty thousand two 
years ago, and it certainly has gained at least 
20,000 since. But, after all, without the elite it 
would not be much of a metropolis. This class 
forms what is called society. In its ranks are 
found the principal merchants, bankers, lawyers, 
doctors, and miscellaneous tradesmen of the 
city. The fashionable churches are mainly su 
ported oY it, and all the brilliant social even 
receive their lustre from it. The old families 
with large estates belong to it, as also, I must 
say, do some new families with no estates to 
speak of. A good many ot the elite have had to 
come down in the world iu the t three years. 
There, as elsewhere, the financial pressure has 
been felt, and with it the absolute need of re- 
trenchment. If membership in the elite de- 
pended upon wealth alone, I am sure the ranks 
could not be near so full now as they were when 
or the great 
panic. And 1 do not think they are quite so full, 
either. 

The object for which the Elite Directory is 
published is a trifle peculiar. It is mainly to 
enable tradesmen to send out cards and circu- 
lars, or at least to furnish the address of persons 
to whom to send them. All who belong to the 
elite are supposed to be desirable persons to 
cultivate’in the way of business, so this direct- 
ory is published to put business men in the 
way of cultivating them. Almost every retail 
dealer of any pretension to respectability sup- 
plies himself with one and makes use of it to 
solicit the custom of theelite. Occasionally the 
elite proves to be bad pay. and then the retail 
dealer feels like flinging his directory into the

stove; but as a rule the directory is useful and 


the result of employing it is satisfactory. If 
the dealer gets one customer for every 100 
circulars he sends out, he does pretty well, 
and 1 think there are very few w do 
not get 1 per cent at least. The direct- 
ory is sometimes consulted by society people 
who want to be sure about the stand- 
ing of their acquaintances. When Mrs. Brown 
is tting up a reeeption and preparing 
the invitations, it is of considerable importance 
to her to know whether the Joneses, whom she 
had thought of asking, wear the proper social 
stamp. If the Joneses are among the fayored 
24,000 of the elite, the matter is settled at once. 
If their name is not there, possibly the invita- 
tion will not go. The directory is also useful to 
the babitual charity-mongers, who make a pretty 
good living by going about soliciting subscrip- 
tions for this institution or that one, or g 
aid for a possible apocryphal poor family. Lists 
of names are made up from it, and the charity- 
mongers go on their rounds, with the lists in 
their pockets, and pick up many odd dollars. It 
is as much their business as it is the business of 
a Wall street broker to buy or sell stocks, and 
like the broker, the charity canvasser or collect- 
or, or whatever the name may be, must have 
his or her commission. But, as 1 have said, the 
Elite Directory is chiefly useful in enabling 
storekeepers and other tradespeople to solicit 
the custom of those who bave money to spend. 
It serves a very good purpose in this way, at all 
events, even though the publication of it does 
look a trifle like snovbery.

Reports,of the famine in India represent 
asickening state of affairs in the Empire. 
It is stated that the stricken area contains

wants, and that all aid that can be sec@hed 
is necessary to the salvation of life. Over 
500,000 people have perished, and more have 
been found dead on a single morning than 
died during the whole Bengal famine. Pas-

THE PANIC OF 1873 FORETOLD—ITS CAUSE 
AND RESULTS. 

We published some days ago a statement 
showing the progress of the foreign trade of 
the United States, and the great change 
which has taken place since 1873 in the 
relative values of our imports and exports. 
This table showed the large excess of im- 
ports over exports from 1868 to 1873. After 
the panic there was a reversal, and the ex- 
cess of exports over imports has been annu- 
ally increasing. 

It has been a matter of inquiry what has 
become of this large surplus of exports over 
imports, and what office it performs in the 
international trade. The old theory that a 


000. He then explains that, on the termina- 
tion of the War, the exportation of cotton 
was resumed, ana the other domestic ex- 
ports (specie included) had slightly in- 
creased. But while this had taken place, the 
imports had risen from $325,200,000 in 1860 
to $617,000,000 in 1872. This was a reversal 
of the rule of an excess of exports which 
had prevailed prior to 1860. The excess of 
imports amounted in 1868-1872 to an aver- 
age of $44,000,000 annually, while in 1872 
it reached $116,000,000. On this state of 
affairs he writes. 

Now, from the explanations already given, the 
reader will understand that such a state of external 
trade, assuming it to be sound and normal, would 
imply a state of financial relations between the 
United States and Europe in which the former 
country was largely a creditor of the latter; for it 
is only on this supposition that à large excess of 
imports over exports could continue consistently 
with national solvency. So, far, however, from 
the facts being in accordance with this supposi- 
tion, they are exactly the reverse of this. The 
United States is largely a debtor to Europe on 
financial account, while the exports are not even 
sufficient to cover her commercial liabilities. 

Computing the extra commercial obliga- 
tions of the United States to Europe at 
$80,000,000- for interest and dividends, 
525,000, 000 for expenses of Americans in 
Europe, and $24,000,000 paid for freights 
to foreign vessel-owners, or a total of $130,- 
000,000 annually, he proceeds : 

Now, as I have already explained. there is but 
one means by which a nation can in the last resort 
discharge her liabilities to other nations—namely, 
through the value of her products exported. We 
have seen, however that the exports of the United 
States, as things now stand (1873), far from being 
adequate to the liquidation of her annual aggregate 
liabilities, are insufficient to meet those incurred 
on commercial account alone; the deficiency, tak- 
ing the average of the last five years, baving, as I 
have just shown, reached the large sum 
of 844. 000. 000. We have thus a balance of 
£9,000, 000 on commercial account, plus a further 
sum of 226, 000. 000 (8130, 000. 000) on extra 
commercial account, in all 135, 000, 000. due 
year by year by the United States to foreign 
countries, in excess of what the value of her 
exported goods enables her to discharge. The 
question arises, How is this liability to be met? 
How it has been met up to the present time 
I have no means of accurately deter- 
mining; but one expedient, we know, has 
been brought extensively into requisition. Dur- 
ing the period since the War the sale of American 
securities in the markets of Great Britain and the 
Continent has been large and increasing. The 
United States has ceased, indeed, to add to her 
public debt, and has (ven made some progress in 
reducing it; but it is probable that the proportion 
of tnis debt in the hands of European holders has 
of jute increased, and it is certain that the amount 
of European capital which now finds its way te, 
private investment in America is immensely great.

These considerations lead me to 
the conclusion that the present condition of 
the external trade of the United Sts .t#s is es- 
sentiaily abnormal and tem Orar y. He 
added : 

If that country is to continue to dis charge her 
abilities to foreigners, the relation which at pres 
ent obtains between exports asd imports in her 
external trade must be inver ed. Her exports 
must, once again, as previous tu 1860, be made to 
exceed her imports, and this by an amount greater 
than the excess of that former time in proportion 
as her financial obligations to toreign countries 
bave in the interval increased. This, it seems to 
me, is a result which may be predicted with the 
utmost confidence. The end may be reached either 
by an extension of exportation, or by a curtailment 
of importation, or by cumb’ming both these pro- 
cesses, but by one means or other reached it will 
need to be. It is simply the condition of her re- 
maining a solvent nation. 

He maintained, however, that such a 
change in the relation of exports and im- 
ports could only be effected through a 
chang in relative (coin) prices in the United 
States and Europe. Prices would have to 
be lowered in the United States, and on this 
point he added : 

A considerable fall of general prices, however, is 
aremedy to which manufacturers and merchants 
willonly submit when pusbed to extremity. It 
will, therefore, only come when credit has been 
strained te the utmost, and a catastrophe is seen & , 
be inevitable; and then it will come with a crash. 
For these reasons I should be disposed to look fo 
ward to the immediate future of American trade a 
period of mach disturbance and fluctuation, cult i- 
nating, it is possible, from time to time in ce m- 
mercial crises.

the imports over exports is the measure 
of gain in the dealing with other na- 
tions. It is somewhat interesting to find 
the’ in the ork on Political Economy by 
Pro“. Ciinnes, in the chapter on interna- 
tional values, is traced the progress of the 
United States trade, and that it is there 
argued that to maintain their solvency there 
must be a financial disaster, to be followed 
by a reduction of prices and an excess of 
exports over imports. This work was written 
before the panic of 1873, andin a note the 
author states that in September, 1873, there 
were reports from the United States of finan- 
cial disaster, attributed to excessive railroad 
construction. The grounds on which these 
predictions, which have been so closely veri- 
fied, were made may be thus stated: 

The equilibrium of commerce is defined 
generally as that state of trade which results 
in maintaining the real exchanges, exports 
and imports, at par. This is rarely, if ever, 
exactly maintained. 

In Great Britain, from 1856 to 1870, there 
was annually an excess of imports over ex- 
ports, amounting to $520,000,000 in a single 
year. He explains that this large excess of 
importa was paid for partly iu transporta- 
tion, and largely received in payment of 
debts due in England, not debts due for 
exports, but debts incurred outside of trade. 
Great Britain has been a lender of capital to 
other nations, and British capital has been 
invested in other countries, and in foreign 
stocks and bonds. All these have to make 
payment to Great Britain for interest, divi- 
dends, profits, etc., in excess of payment for 
the ordinary trade exchanges. To pay this 
difference in specie would cause such an 
influx of gold into England as would pro- 
duce a rise of prices there and a fall of prices 
in foreign countries. The result would be 
that England would purchase more foreign 
commodities and foreign countries would 
buy less of English goods, and the equilib- 
rium would not be restored until Great 
Britain imported goods in excess of imports 
sufficiently to obviate the necessity on the 
part of the debtor nation to send gold to 
meet the extra payments. This equilibrium 
having been reached, prices would again be 
at a level. Prof. Carnes formulates the 
proposition thus: 

The state of international demand which results 
in commercial equilibrium is realized when the 
reciprocal demand of trading countries produces 
such a relation of imports and exports among them 
as enables each country by means of her expurts to 
discharge all her foreign habdilities,—a position 
from which the following corrolary may be de- 
duced, that all payments due from one country to 
another, or to other countries on other accounts 
than that of imports, wf a permanent character 
for example, an annual tribute, interest en bor- 
rowed capital, dividends on stock, and so forth— 
and in excess of similar payments due frum these 
latter to the former, will be represented in the 
foreign trade of that coantry by an excess of ex- 
porte over imports; while, conversely, an excess 
of payments of this Character will Gnd its commer- 
cial expression in au excess of imports over ex- 
ports. 

In applying this general principle to the 
United States, Prof. Carnnes, writing early in 
1873, thus described our conditién at that 
time: 

It has already been seen that previous to 1860 
the normal condition of the externa! trade of tue 
United States was one in which the exports steadily 
exceeded the imports, this being the natural com- 
mercial outcome from the state of her financial re- 
lat tous witn Europe. But the adventof the Civil 
War brought with it a series of events, each of 
potent influence, and which in their combination 
have sufficed to shake American trade to its 
centre, and to render the financial position of the 
Union in,presence of Europe unprecedented and 
critical in the extreme. Of these events the most 
important were (1) the enactment of the Morniti 
tariff in 1861, by which the United States passed 
from what was substantially a free-trade com- 
mercial regime to one of bigh protection; (2) the 
sudden cessation of cotton cultivation, and. as a 
consequence of this and of the Civil War, the | 
temporary collapse of the cotton trade with 
Europe; (3) the creation of an enormous nationar 
debt. simultaneously with considerable additions 
made to State and other cebts previously con- 
tracted, a large proportion of the funds in bot?. 
cases being furnished by foreigners; and, lastly

TURKISH A TROCITIES. 

Pendin z the resump tion of active opera- 
tions by he two armies in Bulgaria, the pub- 
lic is sho: ked by the ho. rible, even fiendish, 
atrocities; that are takiag place in the dis- 
tricts mcently occupied by the Russian 
troops, rom which they have been forced by 
the rece at disaster at Plevna. It would be 
absurd to suppose that amy war between two 
nations could be conducted according to the 
etiqueti e of refinement, or upon principles 
of aleclute humanity, much more so to ex- 
pect chat two such coarse-fibred and natural- 
ly fierce nations as the Tartar and the Turk 
would niake war against each other without 
the commission of some barbarizies, incident 
to the passionate and ferocious character of 
the Cossacks on the one hand and the Bashi- 
Bazouks on the other, not to speak of the 
Bulgarians, who are actuated in their con- 
duct by a revenge based upon cen- 
turies of suffering. But these atrocities 
are not confined to those which might 
naturally be expected to grow out of, such 
a war as this, and which presumably are be- 
yond the control of authority. It is impos- 
able not to believe from the evidence that 
there is a studicd and malicious determina- 
tion upon the partof the Turks to kill off 
all the Slavic and Greek population of Bul- 
garia acd Roumelia, men, women, and chil- 
dren; to burn their villages; lay waste their 
fields; and, if they are compelled to retreat 
before the Russians, to leave behind them a 
depopulated desert. The district in which 
the worst eruelties have been perpetrated lies 
to the south of the Balkans and was recenily 
occupied by Gen. Gourka’s corps. When 
Gen. Gourka evacuated Eski-Sagra, on the 
3ist*of July, the Turks ordered that all 
Christians, men, women, and children, should 
be shot as they left their houses. Those who 
did not leave ‘were burned alive in their 
homes. The hospital, containing 800 pa 
tients, was fire and all its inmates were 
burned. The Tschirpan district, one of 
the richest in that part of Turkey, has 
been completely devastated. The villages 
were burned and as the inhabitants tried to 
escape they wer: shot down. Along the 
road from Eski-& gra to Kezanlik, Turkish 
soldiers were po ted with orders to shoot 
every Christian that passed. Those who 
have escaped are homeless, shelterless, with- 
out food, and must starve. Ip the Eski- 
Sagra aud Nes anlik districts alone, it is esti- 
mated that 15.000 Christians have been al- 
ready massacred by the innumau Turks. The 
correspondents of the London ines with 
the Turkish armies are not prevented by 
Turkish bribes or threats from disclosing the 
atrocities of these butchers. One of them, 
with Sunzman Pasha’s forces, tells a horri- 
ble story of a ghastly pyramid formed of 
heads of Russian wounded. Col. WIS 
ey, the British attache with the Turkish 
troops in Europe, confirms the reports of 
these atrocities, and Sir Agnwotp Kin, 
who occupies a similar position with 
the Turkish army im Asia, witnessed the 
slaughter of all the Russian prisoners who 
were captured at Bajazid. Such evidence as 
this proves beyond question that the Turks 
are waging a war of extermination against 
Greeks and Christians, and violating all rules 
of warfare in ther relations to the Russians. 

On the other side, the Turks are not slow 
in notifying the world of atrocities alleged 
to be committed by the Russians. Undoubt- 
edly some cruelties have been committed by 
the Bulgarians. ‘Chey would be less than 
aumaa if they dit not show a bloody re- 
sentment when the opportunity offered it-

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THE CITY-HALL FUND. 

The last State Senate appointed a special 
committee, consisting of Senators Hares, 
Maysornez, and Bonrrecp, to examine and 
report what disposition the city has made of 
the Canal-Lien Fund received from the 
State,” and why none of it has yet been ex- 
pended in building the City-Hall. The Com- 
mittee have had one meeting and prosecuted 
some inquiries. They found that the Com- 
mon Council, on the 14th of August, 1876, 
passed certa n resolutions establishing the 
order in which the floating debt of the city 
was to be paid. ‘Three classes were estab- 
lished. Class C embraced such paris 
of the unexpended balances and special funds 
as might properly be deferred.” The Mayor, 
Comptroller, and Finance Commitree, act- 
ing, we believe, under the advice of the Law 
Department, assigned the unexpended Canal- 
Lien Building Fund money to this Class 
„C,“ which puts it in the may-be- 
deferred category of accounts. 

The Legislative Committee appears to hold 
to the opinion that the money is of such 
special character that it should be classified 
with A,“ the same as other trust and spe- 
cial funds. Senator Marsornz made a 
strong argument at the Committee meetirfg 
in suppert of this view, although he was 
combated by the Comptroller and Corpora- 
tion Attorney. The point is not yet settled. 
The previous Comptroilers had both treated 
the residue of the canal-lien money as a fund 
which might be temporarily used by the city 
in paymert of debts until it was required 
for building the City-Hail. The previous 
Finance Committees, and Common Councils, 
and Mayors acted upon the same theory as 
to the fund. The Law Department never 
advised them differently. But Sena 
tor Marnornne makes a strong argument 
that the money isa special trust fund, and 
that the Comptroller should place it in Class 
“A.” If this shall be done, then there are 
about $460,000 now in tle Treasury which 
would belong to that fund; so the Comp- 
troller stated to the Committee. If the 
fund, on the other hand, is only to be cred. 
ited with a prorata amount as compared 
with all the other funds, and charged with 
its proportion of the Gacz and Voy Horten 
defaications, the sum on hand will be re- 
duced to something like $200,000, which 1s 
amply sufficient, however, to put in the 
foundations of the City-Hall.

LICENSING INSURANCE-MEN. 


What They Think of It. 
As an abstract principle it would seem to be 
no more than right that an insurance-broker, 
who receives benefits from the city and an in- 
come from his business, should be taxed for 
those benefits and on that income by being 
compelled to pay a license, as his business 
brother the insurance-agent, or the company he 
represents, which are in the eye of the law one 
and the same, is compelled to do. And in 
practice it has been found wise to place re- 
strictions on this class. Many olf them are re- 
sponsible, honorable business men, but too 
many are of the kind best described as hay- 
ing their offices in their hats and their 
de at the friendly pawnbroker’s. This 
latter division of the crait is generally irre- 
sponsible. living on the outskirts of the busi- 
ness, placing risks, forcing unwilling commis- 
sions from agents and, as has not infrequently 
been the case, collecting premiums and placing 
the money where it will do the most good,—in 
their own pockets. In case of a loss, an insur- 
ance company simply repudiates the broker, 
denies ever having received any — and 
directs the insured to look to the broker, whom 
it regards as really its agent, to make good the 
loss. The only wouder is that Chicago has been so 
late in placing apy restrictions on this class. In 
this she has been behind most of the prominent 
cities in the country, which compel them to 
have licenses, thus tending to cut down their 
numbers and weed out nearly ail but the re- 
spectable portion. The Council passed an ordi- 
nance last Monday nicht, which went into effect 
from and after its passage, which provides a }i- 
cense fee of $100 per annum for the privilege of 
doing a brokerage business. It need hardly be 
said that the ordinance is received with favor by 
the respectable men in the business, agents and 
brokers alike, the gencral idea being that it is a 
step in the direction of 
CLEANING OUT THE IRRESPONSTBLE 
STONE’? CLASS. 
A reporter spent ai? hour yesterday morning 
in talking with several insurance men on this 
subject. Among them was Mr. J. H. Moore, 
of Moore & James, who was disposed to think 
that the prospect of a revocation of a broker’s 
license, in case he failed to pay over premiums 
toacompany, would deter him from such a 
Hurse. — only the better class could 
afford to pay the license fee, and the others 
would bave to drop out. The public had beeu 
swindied long enough by this irresponsi- 
ble class, and it was high time to reform 
the evil. Mr. Moore referred especially to the 
case of certain LaSalle street brokersewho col- 
lected thousands of dollars from their patrons, 
and never turned the money over to the com- 
anies in which they pretended to insure them. 
The companies sent notices to the pasrons that 
this firm had failed to pay the premiums, and 
that the insured would have to foot their losses 
or look to the brokers, which was about the 
same thiag.

The old 
gentleman lapsed 1 a flood af tears on becom- 
ing acquainted with dhe sad fate of his son, and 
it was-difficult to learn anfthing from him un- 
der the circumstances. 

Mr. Wilbelme was also satisfied that his son 
John, a young man of 22 years, had gone down 
with the yacht. It is thought that he came up 
on the steamer John Sherman witb an excur- 
sion party, and met bis friend John Schenken- 
berger bere. Jacob (not John) Haines was a 
cousin of young Schenkenberger, and he evi- 
Gentlv fell in with the two young men and in- 
vited them to a sail in the Pamlico Sunday, 
John Leonard, a fourth person, accompanying 
them as an assistant in sailing the craft. The 
result is known. 

Young Schenkenberger was agood swimmer 
and Haines was an expert in art, and it is 
evident that they were carried down by becom- 
ing entangled in the Agging or drawn into the 
vortex caused by the sinking craft. 

Charies Schenkenberger was a baker by occu- 
ation, and John Wühelme was employed in J. 
Case & Co.’s threshing-machine works at 

Racine. Both were single men, so far as could 
be ascertained, 

No efforts have been made to grapple for the 
yacht or search for the bodies, and some time 
must elapse before the latter will rise to the 
surface.

POISONED. | 


Terrible Sufferings at Sea from the Effects of 
Putrid Pork—Six Men Die in Intense 
Agony. 


London Telegraph, July 30. 

By the arrival at Southampton of a Scotch 
seaman named William Inman, an extraordiuary 
story of poisoning at sea has been revealed. It 
is alleged that while the bark Crown Prince, 
commanded by Capt. Robert Cochrane, and 
belonging to St. John, New Brunswick, was on 
a voyage in November last from the Peruvian 
coast to Faimouth, the food supplied to the 
crew was un(it for use; that in consequence the 
whole of the forecastle hands, fourteen in 
number, became ill, and that six of the sailors 
died. The Crown Prince arrived with a fresh 
crew in the Ciyde a few days ago, and, after 
communication with the marine authorities, the 
Captain bas been committed pending inquiry. In- 
man states that the vessel left Pabellon de Pica, 
in the south ot Peru, on Oct. 4 last, bound 
home, the crew, all told, numbering twenty-one. 
On Nov. 19, when off Cape Horn, a new cask of 

ork was taken out. On the 20th part of it was 
boiled into soup of which the fourteen fore- 
castle hands partook on the Alst, and on the 
following day the whole became ill, vomiting, 
and showing other signs of extreme illness. 
On the Mth ten of the men were completely 
prostrated, and next dav all the fonr- 
teen were down except Inman, who, 
though very ill, was able to assist the 
officers to sigrten sail. During the next 
fortnight, the ship lying-to under the two lower 
topsails, the sufferings of the men were fearful. 
Inman could not sleep at night owing to the in- 
tense pain, and bis head often swelled to a great 
size. is limbs were so weak that he could 
scarcely crawl along the deck. At the end of 
the fortnight three of the crew—Tom Beaufort, 
a Londoner; Andrew Andersen, a Swede; and 
William Williams, a Polander—went mad, and 
ran about the deck quite delirious. This so 
frightened the Captain, whom Inman describes 
as a cautious seaman and a Kindhearted man, 
that he tried to make for the Falkland Islands 
distant 200 miles. Port Stanley, the principal 
harbor in the Falklands, was reached on Dec. 7. 
As the anchor was let go, the Polander, Will- 
jams, diedin horrible agony. Thedday after 
tne Swede died, and two days later the Lon- 
doner succumbed to his sufferings. A week af- 
ter the remainder of the crew had gone to the 
hospitahat Port Stanley, an Irishman named 
Sullivan, anda Dutchman died. On Jan. 12 
Harris Edwards, a native of Margate, shared 
the same fate. The Doctor stated that the 
had all been poisoned by putrid pork. On April 
2 last Inman left Port Stanley for Montevideo, 
accompanied by two shipmates, John Aird, of 
Watertord, and Alexander Buckley, an English- 
man. Subsequently they sailed on board the 
Royal mail steamer Tagus, and have arrived 
saiely at Southampton. When they quitted 
Port Stanley four of their comrades were still 
in the hospital. Inman is unable to walk with- 
out the aid of a staff, and does not expect to be 
fit for work for several months.

A JAIL STORY. 

INNOCENT, or COURSE. 
There is one very unhappy prisoner in the 
County Jail, and his misery is intensified by the 
fact, as he says, that he is innocent of any 
crime. His name is Henry, Laroe, and he is 
indicted with Hyde Clark for the alleged em- 
bezzlipg of $110, the property of L. B. Brady, 
formerly proprietor of the Gardner House. 
Both the accused are young men, and were in 
Brady’s employ,—Clark as day-clerk and Larve 
as night-clerk. According to Laroe’s state- 
ment, Brady owed Clark about $135 salary, and 
himself $70 on the same account. Needing 


drawer, depositing a ticket“ in lieu thereof, 
and crediting himself with the amount on the 
books. Whereuvon Brady caused his arrest for 
embezzlement, and a day was set for the trial 
before Justice Foote. The bearing took place, 
and Clark, having done only what the Justice 
thought he had a perfect right to do under the 
circumstances, Was pees discharged. Laroe 
was a witness for the defense. To secure the 
amount owing to himself, he garnisheed some 
of the boarders who were indebted to Brady. 
The trial of this suit was set for the 6th 
inst. On the 4th, Brad went before 
the (Cirand Jury, and had both the young 
men indicte@ for embezzlement, swearing, as 1s 
alleged by Laroe, that Clar& had had no exam- 
ination. They were arrested upon a capias the 
same day, ana locked up. 

When the garnishee suit was called before 
Justice Matson Monday, Laroe was, of course, 
not present. Brady, through bis attorney. said 
there was no case, and asked that the attach- 
ment be dismissed, since the plaintiff would not 
appear. The Justice, however, put it over for 
teu days. Last Saturday Clark was released on 
bail. Laroe is still in confinement, with no im- 
mediate prospect of gaining his liberty, as he 
has no friends in Chicago who feel suflicient in- 
terest in him to become responsible for his ap- 
pearance when wanted. District-Attorney Milis 
should investigate this matter, for if what Laroe 
says is true his incarceration is an outrage; if 
not true, he is adding libci to his other offenses. 


WEST MADISON STREET. 
EXTENDING THE STREET CARS TO CITY LIMITS. 
The property-holders and residents on Madi- 
son street west of Western avenue are renew- 
ing the agitation of the project to have the 
West Division Street-Railway Company extend 
its tracks to Central Park. For the past two or 
three vears there has been a steady current of 
public opinion in that direction, and at times 
it has evinced itself through the medium of 
that indispensable adjunct of popular richts— 
the mass-mecting. Naturally enough, the stated 
period for a reagitation of the matter havingar- 
rived, the good people out on the prairie got 
together Monday cyening at Union Hall, corner 
of Madison street and California avenne, to de- 
liberate and resolve. This meeting was organ- 
ized by calling upon Mr. Branch to preside, and 
by shifting the duties of Secretary upon Mr. J. 
D. Everett. It was hardiy necessary to dwell 
upon the objects of the meeting, and so that 
part of the business was quite brief. Then was 
there a number of motions, ail of which were 
carried unanimously. One of these motions ex- 
it as the sense of the meeting 
the railway company should ex- 
tend its Madison street line to Central 
Park, and that the fare should not 
exceed give cents for the entire distance from 
State street to the park.

GAS. 
QUITE UNCERTAIN. ‘ 
With a view of getting at the status of th 
gas question from the Company standpoint, a 
TRIBUNE reporter yesterday called upon Presi- 
dent Watkins, of the South Side Company. 
That gentleman stated that he knew very little 
about it, as he had been out of town. Several 


months ago he accepted the proposition 
of $1.65 per thousand, which had been 
made by the Gas Committee. This figure 
was equal to $13.11 for each lamp- 
post in the city per year, and he was confident 
that no city in tue United States was lighted so 
cheaply. So far as the resolution which was 
passed by the Council some few weeks ago was 
concerned, he knew little about it. He had 
never expressed any inclination to accept it, as 
he bad once before given his terms to the Gas 
Committee, and accepted their proposition! 

Would he charge for the gas consumed since 
May 1 at $1.65! Hedidnot know. He had not 
yet sent in any bill. In fact, he didn’t know 
but what he would make the city a pres- 
ent of the bill, as it seemed to be 
quite poor. How much did he think the 
bill now amounted to? He supposed it would 
foot up about $30,000. It did not amount toa 
great deal. He didn’t know but what his 
company would send in no bill whatever. Would 
he iurnish the reporter with gas on the same 
terms! Mr. Watkins lauched at the address of 
the question, so did the Secretary of the Com- 
pany, and the reporter acted likewise. The an- 
swer was lost in cachinations. What did he 
think of the resolution introdced in the Coun- 
cil offering to pay $1.25? He didn’t think any- 
thing about it. The movements of the Alder- 
men were so eccentric he did not bother his 
head about them. In short, Mr. Watkins seem- 
ed inclined to impress the reporter with the 
idea that he had offered his ultimatum to the 
city, and he didn’t care whether they accepted 
it or not. 

A SMALL SIZED STRIKE 

was inaugurated yesterday at the North Side 
Gas-Works. It seems that on the outbreak of 
the recent labor troubles the “retort men“ 
asked President Watkins to advance their 
wages from $2.to $2.25 per day temporarily, so 
they could aundunce to the mob that their em- 
ployer was not a bard-hearted, soulless corpora- 
tion. Mr. Watkins complied with the request 
ana the advanced wages coutinued in force until 
Monday, when he notificd the men that it woula 
be discontinued and the old wages restored. 
Promptly at.6.o’glock yesterday morning the 
“retort men“ struck in a body, and 
left the remises, though they did 
not go so far away but what they could 
sec What was going on. Mr. Watkins was 
immediately informed of the strike, and, ac- 
companied by a force of other employes, pro- 
ceeded to the works. Coats were taken off, and 
all hands commenced emptying and fillipg re- 
turts. The strikers became intensely disgusted 
at not being immediately coaxcd to return, as 
they had fondly hoped, and after standing out 
a few hours came to the conclusion that they 
had acted foolishly, and returned to work. So 
peace reigns on the North Side, and the city will 
not be left in darkness.

NOT ON HAND. 
CLARK STREET MISSION. 

At No. 302 Clark street, between Van Buren 
and Harrison, and in the midst of a regular 
rvuokery of saloons, pawu-sbops, and negro 
dives, there bas been located within the past 
few weeks what is known as the Clark Street 
Mission.“ As explained by its founder, Mr. 
Frazer, of the Y. M. C. A., who runs the affair 
in conjunction with his wife, the mission is de- 
signed to reach aclass who cannot be gotten 
intoachurch. For this reason a store on the 
tirst floor was rented, some rough benches put 
in, and a few bibles and hymn-books provided. 
Tue meetings then commenced, and have been 
well attended every evening since the opening. 

Services begin at about half-past 7 o'clock 
each evening, at which time the small room is 
well filled with chudren trom 5 to 12 years old. 
Hymns such as old the Fort, Jesus Loves 
Me,” Hallelujah! Tis Done,“ and others from 
the Sankey collection, are sung, and very brief 
widresses made to the children. After an hour 
or so these restless little beings are dismissed, 
each one being presented with a tract or leafict, 
and aduits are then invited in. Last night con- 
siderable toterest was developed by a notice 
given that a converted Jew’’ would 
exhort. The mission being situated in 
the centre of a Hebrew population, 
a number of persons of that natiovality ha 
pened around to hear what the convert would 
say. 

For some reason, however, he did not demon- 
strate. A German gentieman who looked a 
good deal like him, so it is said, was introduced 
vy Mrs. Frazer as the convert and delivered 
himself of a three-ininute homily, at the 
end of which be announced that he 
Wis not a convert from Judaism. 
The Hebrew part of tue audience then leit. 
While the managers of the mission claim that 
they are doing the Lord’s work and gathering 
in stray lambe, some of the residents in the 
neighibeurhood make complaint of the crowd of 
noisy children attracted by the services and 
venture the opinipn that they might as well be 
held in some chifrch, hail, vr school-room not 
quite so publicly situated. The mission is au 
experiment, and is not under the control of any 
religious denomination. It is supported by vol- 
untary contributions. 


THE WORTLINGMEN. 


ARRANGING FOR A MASS-MEETING. 

Some forty or fifty workingmen, including rep- 
resentatives from the Shoemakers’, Stonecut- 
ters’, Coopers’, Carpenters’, Molders’, and Print- 
ers’ Unions and other trades, held a meeting Mon- 
day evening in Maskell Hall, South Desplaines 
street. Representative Heury F. Sheridan pre- 
sided, and Mr. John McGilvery, of the Stone- 
cutters’ Union, acted as Secretary. It had not 
been contemplated to hold such a meeting, the 
Labor League having issued no call for it, and 
the proceedings were somewhat informal in 
their character. 

After considerable discussion, a series of reso- 
lutions were unanimously adopted, and it was 
voted to hold a mass-meeting of workingmen 
in Market Square Tuesday evening, Aug. 21, 
when the resolutions will be submitted tor rati- 
fication. The objectin view is to thoroughly 
organe for the fall election, aud to put a full 
Workingmen’s ticket in the field. Associations 
and clubs will be formed in every ward and 
township, and it is hoped that a full 
State organization can be pertect- 
ed with little delay. The members of 
the different trades hold that they have little or 
nothing to expect from either of the great polit- 
ical parties now in existence, and therefore must 
work for themseives. Plenty of promises are 
periodically made them just beforeglection, and 
conveniently forgotten as soon as the struggle 
is over. 

The resolutions adopted embody the platform 
of the Workingmen’s party. The remonetiza- 
tion of silver, and its issue in sufficient quan- 
tity to meet the requirements of business is 
demanded, but the Greenbackers get no en- 
couragement.

HOW THE THING WORKS. 

Mr. 8. H. Smythe, of No. 171 West Twelfth 
street, has on exhibition in a shop in the rear of 
that piace a motor of novel construction, ard 
for which he anticipates great things. He has 
deen at work upon the motor for nearly three 
years, and obtained a patent on it July 31 last. 

The patent is for “an improvement in tno- 
tors,“ and the specifications set forth that the 
machine consists of an iron frame-work on the 
lower part of whichis a drum round whicha 
cord or chain is wound. Then there are a number 
of connecting cog-wheels arranged in the main 
frame with pulleys over which the cord passes. 
The power is furnished by means of weights 
suspended by the cord. leading feature of 


the invention is a 1 tructed slotted 
lever, by means A pnw ine D 


wer is applied 
to the machinery. The es ex planation of 


the whole affair is that by means of a cord 


over a 
drum and through a combi nat pulleys, 
power is obtained: — 

The machine which Mr. Smythe has now on 
view is oue-fourth the size which it is intended 
to manufacture. On being set in motion it 
worked merrily along and continued to pump a 
full stream of water through a half-inch pipe 
during the whole examination. The weights 
aggregate about 300 u and have a 
“drop” of about six Eet. he machine is 
wound up by means of a crunk, and will run 
four and one-half hours at a stretch, pumping 
steadily all the time. It is expected that the 
full-size machines will ran from eighteen to 
twenty-four hours, a quarter of an hour being 
occupied in windin up. 

The inventor claims that the motor will prove 
specially adapted for pumping water for railroad 
tanks, irrigating, and general farm purposes, 
and that it will entirelysunersede windmills and 


borse-power machinery. He believes that it can 


be manutactured as cheaply as a windmill, and 
that, as the cost of running is nominal, it will 
recommend itself on economical grounds. As 
it is only necessary to wind it up once a day, no 
watching being required, the idea seems a feasi- 
ble one. THe invention has been examined by 
several railroad officials, who think that it can 
be utilized for filling water-tanks, and it is 
probable that it may soon have a practical trial.
